Measure Seen 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—(/) 
Divergent measures for dealing 
with inflation, which may require 
exténsive efforts to reconcile for 
final enactment, were introduced 
in the senate and house today in 
the face of the October 1 deadline 
set by President Roosevelt. 


The senate bill was a broad res- 
olution authorizing and directing 
the President to stabilize prices, 
wages and salaries and other fac- 
tors in the cost of living at the 
levels of August 15 “so far as 
practicable,” but stipulating that 
farm prices should not be fixed 
below parity of the highest market 
price between January 1 and Sep- 
tember 15, whichever was higher. 

The house bill, on which farm 
bloc members of both branches 
were consulted, would authorize 
and direct the President to stabil- 
ize “maximum salaries and indus- 
trial wages” so as to “maintain a 
fair and. equitable relation” be- 
tween them and crop prices and 


ij would authorize (but not direct) 


the setting of price ceilings on 
crops at parity or the highest price 
so far commanded in 1942, which- 
ever was higher. 

Price Floor. 


The house bill also would put a 
floor under farm prices at parity 
from the present time until three 
years after the war by requiring 
the secretary of agriculture to 
make crop loans and purchases for 
this purpose. This floor, a feature 
not in the senate bill, would apply 
to non-basic commodities on 
which production. was encouraged 
for war needs and to basic com- 
modities “regardless of the pur- 
pose for which such commodities 
are produced or used.”

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New 25 Billion 
Tax Okayed by 


Senate Group

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—(4) 
A gigantic new revenue bill geared 
to increase Treasury collections to 
more than‘ $25,500,000,000 annually 
from corporations and 43,000,000 
individual taxpayers won approval 
tonight of the Senate Finance 
Committee. 

In addition to regular individual 
income levies and surtaxes the 
measure contains a 5 per, cent 
“Victory levy” on individual earn- 
ings over $624 yearly. 

The measure was sent to the 
drafting clerks after last minute 
committee action lopped 5 per cent 
off the previous-approved rate of 
45 per cent on normal and surtax 
earnings of corporations. 

The committee also provided 
some relief for individuals by re- 
storing the house level of surtaxes 
in the income brackets from $2,000 
to $10,000 yearly. It had increased 
them last week to bring in $33,- 
000,000 more revenue. 

Technical Experts. 

As it finally was referred to the 
technical experts who will spend 
the next 10 days drafting changes 
in the measure, the bill was, unof- 
ficially estimated to provide a 
minimum of $6,774,000,000 more 
direct tax revenue than the $17,- 
000,000,000 obtained under present 
laws, which it supplements. This 
compared with $6,271,000,000 in 
new taxes voted by the house. 

In addition, the Treasury would 
collect $1,800,000,000 yearly which 
it would return to taxpayers in 
the form of credits for debt pay- 
ments or in post-war rebates. Of 
this amount, $1,100,000,000 would 
come from individuals through op- 
eration of the Victory tax. 

Under terms of this tax, which 
would ke collected at the source 
in the form of a withholding levy, — 
single persons could get a rebate 
of 25 per cent of the tax paid and 
married persons 40 per cent, plus 
2 per cent for each dependent. 

Other Changes.

That the people of Atlanta, in large part, 

totally fail to comprehend the meaning of mod- 

ern war was forcefully demonstrated by the 

false air raid alarm a faulty wire or two in 

the city signal system caused in the early 
hours of Saturday morning. 


The telephone company, for instance, re- 
ports that thousands upon thousands of per- 
sonal calls were made during the time the 
signals were on. And one of the first and 
most important rules in a real air raid alarm 
is not to use the telephone! Lines must be 
kept open for official calls in such emergency. 


It was about 3 o'clock in the morning 
when the alarm sounded. Homes, generally, 
were dark.

Eruption Starting? 

It would, of course, be totally unjust to all 
the patriots in occupied lands of Europe who 
have suffered and died at German hands, to 
say that the rebellion of the peoples of these 
lands is just beginning. Yet there were two im- 
portant items in recent news dispatches which 
tell of arisings of much greater force and 
significance than any which have gone before. 

In the first place the people of Luxembourg, 
that little country between France and Bel- 
gium, scarcely as large as the smallest of our 
48 states, have gone on general strike against 
their Nazi masters. Hitler had formally an- 
nexed this territory to the Reich, without the 
formality of a plebiscite. He had declared 
young Luxembourgois must+serve in German 
armies. 

Then the people of the country revolted. 
They called a general strike, stopping work in 
their steel) plants, among the greatest in the 
world. The Nazis declared martial law. And 
since then, to the outside world, there has 
come only silence. But it is no small thing 
when an entire community of 300,000 people 
goes on strike. 

On the other side of Europe, in the Balkans, 
revolt grows greater. Yugoslavs, Greeks and 
others of the crushed peoples are continuing a 
guerrilla warfare that requires 20 or 30 di- 
visions of Axis troops to keep in even sem- 
blancé of control. The Bulgarian govern- 
ment is in a dither, as it realizes it once again 
guessed wrong when it threw in its lot with 
the Axis. " 

Bulgarian and Rumanian troops are being 
marched to wholesale slaughter on the Russian 
front and the peoples of those deluded coun- 
tries realize, too late, they have been made 
but sacrifices on the altar of Hitler’s futile 
ambition. 

It may well be that from the rumblings in 
the Balkans, of the past week, a volcano may 
arise all over southeastern Europe which may 
mark the beginning of an early end for the 
Nazi program of conquest. :

The recent order by the Vichy government 
of unoccupied France effecting a dictator- 
Ship of forced labor over the people of that 
unhappy land, was to be expected. What is 
more, it is but a foretaste of what would 
happen to our own people should the Axis 
powers be victorious in the war for world ccn- 
quest they have started. 


Under the Vichy decree, all Frenchmen 
between 18 and 50 and all unmarried French 
women between 21 and 35 are subject to call 
for forced labor wherever the government 
decides they must work. This, of course, 
means they can be sent anywhere the Ger- 
mans desire, to work as forced slaves in the 
Axis factories, on the Axis fields or any- 
where else, 


Workers in American war factories who are 
too prone to stage work-stoppages of various 
categories, usually without adequate excuse, 
should carefully read and study this new Vichy 
order. They may, thereby, gain some idea of 
the fate of working people under the Nazi 
thumb. 

That Vichy order is bad enough, but at

Mechanical Fighting 

Spare parts, or the lack of them at the 
proper time, in mechanical fighting, have too 
often proved the difference between victory 
and deefat. A beautiful 30-ton tank, stalled 
for the want of a missing nut, is of little 
practical value in a _ fast-moving, running 
fight in the deserts of North Africa or any- 
where else. 


But this lesson in mechanical fighting— 
like other lessons in total war—has not gone 
unstudied and unlearned, as may be seen in 
the thoroughgoing repulse of Rommel in 
Egypt. The Allies are getting organized, are 
learning fast and are now frequently beating 
the Axis to the punch. 

The United States Army is on its toes in 
this phase of the fighting. Last week Presi- 
dent Roosevelt appointed a former automobile 
executive, Alfred R. Glancy—a man who knows 
how—to run the “automotive combat division” 
of Army Ordnance. His job will be the “de- 
sign, procurement, supply and maintenance 
of all Army vehicles and tanks.” And the 
fact that Glancy has long been an opponent 
of most New Deal domestic policies is indi- 
cation enough that the President is not loath 
to recognize real ability and utilize it wherever 
he can find it. 

Slowly, but efficiently, Army Ordnance is 
being expanded and perfected; and the stall- 
ing down of tanks, and other mechanical 
equipment, for lack of maintenance on the 
far-flung battle fronts will soon be a thing 
of the past. The parts will be there, the work- 
men will be there and more victories will be 


won.

WASHINGTON PARADE

SNIPERS IMPORTANT WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Sniping 


is becoming an effective force in 
the war. 


Both in the Philippines and in the Solomon Islands our soldiers 
have been up against some tough situations at the hands of the 
Japs. Clothed in green uniforms to blend with 
the foliage, the Jap snipers tie themselves in 
trees and wait patiently for American platoons 
to come along. They usually wait until our 
men turn their backs on them, then open fire 
from the rear. It makes the snipers more dif- 
ficult to detect. 
Countersniping units have been organized 
in our ranks to deal with the treacherous Japs. 
In the Solomons these units sneak out into the 
jungles before dawn, take up concealed posi- 
tions and then wait patiently throughout the 
day for the Jap snipers to reveal themselves. 
It is a waiting game that requires infinite 
patience. The first man who makes a move 
is usually the one who is shot. 
Our Marines have added a few new twists 
to the game since coming up against Japs. 
Planting themselves in areas where snipers are 
known’ to operate, they toss grenades under 
trees suspected of harboring them and watch for tell-tale motions 
in the leaves. Sometimes they use human decoys. Brave souls 
walk ahead in the open while covering units remain concealed 
behind. Since the snipers usually do not open fire until our men 
have turned their backs on them, the covering force is often able 
to pick them off before the Japs have had achance to fire. They 
are detected as they move to bring their guns into play. 

The use of silencers and smokeless powder often makes the task 
of locating the snipers more difficult. There is no sound or smoke 
to guide our men. The only way they can catch the Japs is to get 
a glimpse of them in motion in the trees. In one section of the 
Solomons they were so bad that it was necessary to send a squadron 
of low-flying dive bombers against them. The planes skimmed the 
tree tops and riddled the foliage with machinegun fire. Some of 
the palms looked like barren flag poles after the bombers gave 
them a raking over. It cleaned out the Jap snipers, 


RUSSIAN SNIPERS The Russians have probably developed 


the art of sniping to a greater degree 
than the armed forces of any other nation. Some of their snipers 
already have piled up a record of as many as 300 Germans to their 
score. Many of their army units have special courses for snipers, 
the instructors being marksmen of proven ability. A number of 
innovations have been introduced into the art. 

The old theory was that a sniper could act effectively only dur- 
ing positional warfare, carefully selecting his firing position, camou- 
flaging himself and waiting patiently for his prey. Experience in 
practical warfare has upset this generally accepted opinion. Many 
Snipers have increased their score considerably during offensive 
operations. 

Proof of this is found in an experimént cited by the Russians of 
one of their snipers, who gave a skillful example of co-ordination 
with artillery. The sniper selected a position not far from a Ger- 
man blockhouse which he knew was to be shelled preparatory to 
an offensive by the infantry. At dawn the Soviet artillery opened 
fire. One of the shells struck the blockhouse. As the Germans 
dashed out and ran for the nearest cover—the moment the sniper 
had been waiting for—he mowed down five out of seven of them. 


BOMB CO-OPERATION Another interesting experiment re- 


lated by the Russians concerned one 
of their snipers by the name of Mikhailov. For some time he had 
tried to track down a German sniper, but in vain. Finally he called 
in a trench-mortar crew and asked thém to send over several bombs 
in the area where the German was known to be operating. When 
the first bombs burst the German hurriedly changed his position, 
which was precisely what the Russian hoped he would do. One 
bullet from his gun was enough to bring him down. 

The Russians have even successfully adopted what they called 
“volley sniping.” It was recently practiced by a group of six 
snipers under command of a Sergeant Nazarov. Scouts had re- 
ported that the garrisons of several German blockhouses were in 
the habit of going into a nearby village for the night and returning 
to their stations in the morning. An ambush was laid near the 
path the Germans used in going to and from the blockhouses. 
As the Nazis returned in the morning the six Soviet snipers opened

The soldiers did. It was they who fought the Italians before 
the first orders came and before, in Athens, a decision had been 
reached, 

The soldiers wanted none of Fascism. 

They killed some of their own officers for being friendly to 
Fascism. The fight against Fascism must be that sort of a fight 
and that is something we just now are understanding. When you 
are fighting a Fascist or Fascism you must understand that none 
of the rules apply. You must fight by the Old Testament rules 
of an eye for an eye. 

I can recommend a good novel of the war in Greece and of the 
little people of Greece. It is written by a newspaperman who went 
through all of that pitiful fight, when the Greek army, having 
defeated the Italians, were defeated by the Germhans. The English 
got no real help in there because the English didn’t have it. The 
English who were there, on land and in the air, were butchered 
and defeated. It is a tragic story, but you will like the Greek people 
you meet in the villages and in the cafes.

MY OWN FRIENDS I have a number of Greek friends to 
whom I quote Mr. Byron's poetry and 
also the late Bill McGeehan’'s statement about Greek wine. Mr. 
McGeehan said that the Greek Retsina wine was made from goats 
and resin. As a matter of fact that Retsina wine is, if one works 
at it long enough to acquire a taste, very dry and tasty. They 
say it is healthy. Indeed, 1 have printed here before the story of 
the old Greek who, at the age of 106, passed on but his stomach 
had to be killed with a club because of its Retsina-given health. 

I have an especial weakness for Greek cheese and olives. And 
for various other Greek dishes. There is a sour soup served on 
Easter mornings worth going far to taste. After a resurrection 
mass the Greeks begin to celebrate, because they are happy that 
it is indeed true that Christ is risen. So they feast. Their Easter 
is more than a pretty hat and a new suit of clothes. 

They are a happy people; given to brief moments of moroseness. 

They can rise to great heights, as the nation showed it could do. 

You must keep remembering that the Greeks and the Yugoslavs 
knew they couldn't win when they started fighting. 

Yet the stories of what happened in those countries, when they 
made the decision to fight, is one of the great, inspiring stories 
of the war. 

It makes one feel good and clean and fine to fight Fascism no 
matter where it may be found. 

Well, I just wanted to put something down so that when you 
see that the AHEPA is in our town you will know that it is a fine 
organization composed of good, loyal Americans who are repre- 
sentatives of a country which literally offered its life in opposition 
to the German Fascists.

He Can't Make Good in a Part- 
nership If His Word Is No Good 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


There are arbitrary laws, written and unwritten, which people 
can violate without any feeling of guilt; but there are other laws 
and taboos, supported by the accumulated wisdom and moral sense 
of mankind, which no mentally competent person can violate with- 
out deliberately doing evil or revealing a gross incifference to ac- 
cepted standards of decency. 

Conquered people violate the laws of their conqueror with a 
clear conscience. If any obey, it is through fear—not because of 
any sense of obligation. 

This is true, in some measure, of the poor Negroes of the south. 
Though the records in some states show they obey the law better 
than white men, it is not because of a sense of duty. They had no 
part in making the laws, and feel no obligation to support them. 

Children feel the same way about the arbitrary rules laid down 
by parents. They obey to escape punishment, but they feel no 
respect for the rules. 

It is often said that women respect laws and rules less than men 
do. This may be a sex inheritance from the ages when women were 
no more than private property, playthings or beasts of burden. Man 
made the laws; why should women feel obligated to obey them? 

A woman will break 4 rule that has no moral basis and remark 
scornfully: “What do I care for their silly old law?” But she is 
not lawless, for she carefully obeys the rules.made by women con- 
cerning the conduct of a wedding or afternoon tea, or the setting 
of a table or the wearing of a hat. 

But the other kind of laws, having a moral basis and supported 
by the common conscience of mankind, cannot be ignored so lightly 
by anybody. The laws that forbid lying and stealing may be broken 
by anybody under stress of temptation, but the normal reaction is 
shame and remorse. Those who break the law and feel neither 
emotion, but only a fear of being caught, have neither the moral 
sense nor the decent standards that support a free and orderly 
society.

Sweet Potato Seen as Source 


Of Needed Rubber Products 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 14.—(7) | 
The answer to the nation’s syn- 
thetic rubber problem may be 
found in the sweet potato and a 
minute little organism with a 
name far out of keeping with its. 
lessie F. Jackson, Central of 
Georgia general! agricultural agent, 
Said today. 

Jackson said recent experiments 
have demonstrated that sweet po- 


tatoes are an ideal source of ethy! 
gzicohol and butylene glycol needed 
to produce rubber of the buna “S” 
type. Due to higher carbohydrate 
v) elds per acre, and the ease with 
which the tubers can be grown, the 
sweet potato stands a good chance 
to oust midwest corn and wheat in | 
this field, Jackson asserted. 

Immeditte construction of alco- 
hol plants to yield 100,000,000 gal- 
lons a year, and of plants for the 
conversion of this and other agri- 
cultura! products into’ rubber, 
Jackson said, were two of the main 
points of the recommendations 
made by the Baruch Committee in- 
vestigating the rubber situation. 

“While we cannot hope for the 
sweet potato immediately to sup- 
plant the wheat and corn as a 
source for synthetic rubber, there 
is a good possibility,” Jackson as- | 
serted. “that it may do so in the 
future.” 

Even though sweet potatoes con- | 
tain approximately two-thirds wa-_ 
ter, he pointed out, they can be de- 
hydrated and, still yield a higher 
percentage of the necessary carbo- 
hydrates than wheat or corn and 
they can be grown in small fields, 
on relatively poor land and with 
littie labor

estimated cost of 15 to 20 cents 


a pound. Completed tests at the 
Peoria laboratory are expected to 
maximum efficiency 
sweet po- 
tatoes. 

Experiments by the Central of 
Georgia railway are also under 
to improve methods for 
growing sweet potatoes in much 
the same way as Irish potatoes. 
A large number of small patches 
planted in this fashion, Jackson 
said, will be harvested soon and 
are expected to show much great-

City Requested 
ToTake Overin 


Tuberculosis 


Association Wants To Be 
Relieved of Clinical 
Treatment of Disease. 


The Atlanta city government 
yesterday was asked by the At- 
lanta Tuberculosis Association, 
headed by M. W. Bell, to take 
over clinical treatment and nurs- 
ing service of tuberculosis in the 
city, and a special committee was 
formed to ascertain to what ex- 
tent state and federal funds 
would be available to meet the 
$20,000 annual expense. 

Appearing before city council’s 
health and sanitation committee, 
of which Councilman John _ MT. 
Marler is chairman, a_ special 
committee from the tuberculosis 
organization asked that it be re- 
lieved of all responsibility in con- 
nection with the disease except 
educational service and discovery 
of the disease in its early stages. 

Bell, Dr. C. C. Aven, former 
president of the’ society; Mrs. 
Florence Breed, executive secre- 
tary; Colquitt Carter and others 
of the committee, stressed that 
other cities provide the services 
they asked, and Aven cited the 
fact that 1 per cent of the draftees 
called for physical examinations 
were found to have tuberculosis. 
He said that on the basis of an 
army of 4,500,000 a total of 45,000 
were infected but did not know it. 

He also suggested that the city 
extend its examination of be- 
tween 20,000 and 25,000 food han- 
dlers to include an examination 
for tuberculosis.
